A Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application was mailed in the above 
application on January 2, 2002. On March 20, 2002, Applicant's attorney mailed a response, 
including a copy of the Notice to File Missing Parts, an executed Declaration for Patent 
Application, an assignment Recordation Cover Sheet, an Assignment to Validity, Inc., a Petition 
for One-Month Extension of Time, a check in the amount of $160.00 and a return receipt 
postcard.
